Feeding Laying Kens. 
There can be no cast iron rules laid 
down for feeding lu.vin^ hens. indi­ 
vidual 
hens will often 
overfutten, 
while others in the same pea, with 
the same food, will remain m proper 
condition. The writer uses the follow- 
"lag method, which he has followed for 
thirty years and width has always 
proved effective, 
in the morning‘a 
mash is given composed of bran, t we 
parts; middlings, ground oats, corn­ 
meal and moat scraps, each one part 
and linseed meal, 5 per cent. Slightly 
moisten with water. 
Give all the green 
food they will eat during the day, and 
at night feed a mixture of two part* 
whole wheat, two parts oats as<l one 
part whole corn. 
The parts in the 
mash food are by weight, while the 
parts in the grain food are by meas­ 
urement. Of the mash food a large 
iron spoonful is allowed for every two 
fowls in the pen, and of the evening 
grain food a good handful is given to 
each fowl. The grain food is thrown 
among hay, straw or leaves to make 
them scratch and exercise. Grit, char­ 
coal and cracked oyster shells are con­ 
stantly before them.

Mature Sow Best For Brood Animal. 
The mature sow makes by far the 
best brood sow. It would be better if 
the gilts were not bred until a year 
old. 
lf the practice of breeding too 
young is continued the vigor and vi­ 
tality of the herd will be greatly re­ 
duced after a few generations. 
If some of the early farrowed spring 
gilts are selected out for brood sows, 
says Swine Breeder, they should be 
separate from the rest of the pigs at 
weaning time so as to be developed 
as brood sows and not as market hogs. 


Curry Balls With Rice. 
Gurry balls may be made of cooked 
or uncooked beef or mutton. Grind the 
meat flue, season It with salt and pep­ 
per and form it into balls about the 
size of an English w alnut 
Then put 
a tablespoonful of butter into a frying 
pau with half an onion chopped fine 
and half a teaspoonful of curry. Cook 
until the onion is yellowed and then 
turn in the balls and shake them 
around for ten or fifteen minutes. 
Make a tomato sauce with the usual 
cupful of strained tomatoes, a table­ 
spoonful each of butter and flour and 
salt and pepper to season.

Draft Horses. 
Draft horses are easy to handle, be­ 
tag of quiet disposition, and they can 
be fed partly on the coarse roughage 
on the farm. The draft horses should 
be compactly built, short legged, with 
large chest, heart and stomach capac­ 
ity. 
Tile heavy draft horse of 1,700 
to 2,000 pounds is the best for the 
city markets, while those of lighter 
weight should be used on the farm. 


CARE OF PIGS AT 
WEANING TIME. 


Feed Often When First Takes 


From the See. 


Plum Duff. 
One pint flour, two level teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, salt 
Bub in one 
teaspoonful butter and one of lard. 
Add one-half cupful seeded raisins, 
one-half cupful sultanaus. mix with 
milk to a soft dough, then steam in 
well buttered pudding steamer or dou­ 
ble boiler for two hours. 
Serve with 
sauce made of one pint boiling water, 
in which place a lump of butter the 
size of an egg. Bub one tablespoonful 
ct flour, one-half cupful of sugar and 
one half cupful of molasses to smooth 
paste and stir into bofiiug water. Pour 
into sauce boat and add a bit of but 
tor and a little grated nutmeg. 


Farmers often get in a hurrjA and 
wean pigs when six weeks old. 
But 
unless there is an abundant supply of 
milk and especially good care is given 
the pigs are likely to become stunted, 
sometimes so severely that they never 
recover. 
When the time comes to wean the 
pigs cut down the sow’s ration to wa­ 
ter and alfalfa hay. 
She will dry up 
without injuring her udder. When she 
lie giving a large supply of milk and all 
the pigs are taken away at once ber 
udder is often ruined and she becomes 
unable to suckle another litter. 
When first weaned feed the pigs 
from three to five times a day. While 
vHth their mother they took their 
meals at least every two hours, and 
too sudden a change is detrimental. 
After they get to growing vigorously 
cut down to two meals a day. 
When first weaned the pigs should 
have either skimmilk or tankage until 
they get over the change from their 
mother’s milk. Every hog raiser should 
plan if possible to have a good supply 
■of skimmilk for this time. 
If he can 
* not do this tankage will take its place, 
making it about one-fifth the total 
w eight of grain fed. 
Two litters a year mean two divi­ 
dend periods for the hog raiser each 
year instead of one. Properly fed and 
Ihandhd. a mature sow will keep in 
better breeding condition and will give 
Sier owner more years of profitable

Sea Moss Blanc Mange. 
This is nourishing and particularly 
soothing in case of any bronchial trou­ 
ble. A pint of jelly can be made from 
one cup of the dried moss. Put tile 
moss in a strainer and wash under 
The faucet or in a pan of water until 
the water ruus from it clear of all sed­ 
iment. 
Pick out any bits of shell or 
black weed and put with a pint of milk 
in a double boiler. 
Cook gently unfh 
the moss is dissolved and the milk 
thickens. 
Strain, sweeten and flavor1 
to taste and pour into a mold. 
When 
ready to serve turn out on a pretty 
dish and garnish with whipped and 
sweetened cream. 


Baked Bluefish. 
Clean, wash and wipe a large blue­ 
fish. 
Lay it in a baking pan, dash 
over it a cupful of boiling salted wa­ 
ter and bake, covered, for an hour, 
basting it often to prevent burning 
When tender and brown transfer the 
fish to a hot dish and keep it warm 
while you set the pan containing the 
gravy in which it was cooked on the 
range and thicken it with browned 
flour, adding to flavor it a pinch of 
salt, one of pepper, a tablespoonful of 
ketchup and a little good table sauce 
Lay slices of lemon about the dish on 
the platter and serve the sauce from 
a gravy boat.

A complete rest is absolute­ 
ly necessary after a season of hard 
work, and the sooner the fact is ap­ 
preciated the better it will be for the 
sport in general and for the individual
